Concern over level 
of pesticide in river

HIGH levels of pesticide - up to 100 
times the UK and EU limit for 
drinking water - have been found 
in the River Stour. 

The toxic ingredient, the same as 
that in slug pellets, was discovered 
at a record level of lOmicrogrammes 
per litre instead of the O.lmg stand¬ 
ard. 

The Stour, which is tested weekly 
by Natural England and the 
Environment Agency, was said to be 
at its worst near to Haverhill and 
Sturmer. 

The weekly tests discovered 
record levels of the pesticide last 
November. These high levels con¬ 
tinued through until March this 
year. 

Experts say slug pellets put down 
by farmers during the heavy rain¬ 
fall last Autumn ran-off into the 
Stour, causing the high concentra¬ 
tion of toxins. 

Farmers have been urged to use 
minimal pellets, fertilisers and 
weed killers this coming Autumn to 
try to avoid the same thing happen¬ 
ing again. 

But members of the Green Party 
say that these measures are not 
enough to combat what could have 
been harmful levels in drinking 
water and that tighter regulations 
need to be brought into force. 

Robert Lindsay, of Babergh Green 
Party, said: “Essex and Suffolk 
Water no doubt believes that levels 



of this toxin in drinking water are 
not high enough to directly damage 
human health. 

“But the EU has set high standards 
because nobody knows what harm 
these toxins will do if they build up 
in river ecosystems. 

“It is our water that is being poi¬ 
soned and it is our water bills that 
will have to rise to pay for the clean 
up.” 

Ten microgrammes per litre of the 
toxin were also found at Langham 
water treatment works intake last 
year. This is where Essex and Suffolk 
water extract its drinking supply. 

The levels there were monitored 
closely and are now also back with¬ 
in the limit. 


The Stour plays host to rowing, 
canoeing and sailing clubs as well 
as the odd brave swimmer. 

Mike Finch, Trustee at River Stour 
Trust, told the Weekly News he was 
worried that such an active river 
could have these sorts of problems. 

He said: “It’s a worrying thing to 
hear that it’s happened, but good to 
hear that it’s going to be controlled. 

“The water here is used by canoe¬ 
ists, fishermen and us because we 
hold boat trips along the river. 

“The canoeists definitely go in and 
we get others occasionally swim¬ 
ming here.” 

Richard Thompson, a water 
resources manager for the 
Environment Agency, explained 


that the pesticide levels are back to 
being within the EU standard. 

He said: “At their highest level, the 
concentration of metaldehyde 
posed no risk to river ecology. Our 
scientists found that concentra¬ 
tions are several orders of magni¬ 
tude less than required to cause 
ecological harm. 

“The Health Protection Agency 
has confirmed that levels in tap 
water do not pose a risk to human 
health.” 

Dr Rupert Read, Green Party can¬ 
didate for East Anglia in the 2014 
European elections, said climate 
change is causing unpredictable 
and wetter weather and that the 
government needs to act now to put 
preventative measures in place. 

He said: “We need to tackle the 
root-causes of a problem such as 
this. 

“We need tougher action to pre¬ 
vent dangerous climate change and 
we need more organic farming 
which doesn’t damage our rivers.”

He went on to work in 
Highpoint prison, and daugh¬ 
ter Debra, 47, told the Weekly 
News how his compassion 
spilled over into the role. 

She said: “He never judged 
anyone and he was always 
there for everyone. 

“When he came across the 
bad sort of lads that no one ever 
had the time of day for, he was 
the kind of guy who was there

for them as well.” 

Norman was also involved 
with the Haverhill Amateur 
Dramatics Society, along with 
the rest of his family, and the 
Parkway Community Centre. 

He was also active in the town 
twinning project with both 
France and Germany. 

Debra said: “He had a good 
sense of humour and I have 
been told by so many people 
recently they remember him 
this way.” 

Norman also leaves wife 
Patricia, son Andrew and 
grandchildren Emily, foseph 
and Stella. 

He and Patricia had been 
married for more than 50 years, 
and celebrated their golden 
wedding with a small family 
party. 

“If we managed 52 years he 
couldn’t have been that bad,” 
she said. 

“He was a good bloke and I’ll 
miss him.” 

His funeral is taking place at 
Bury Crematorium on fuly 3 at 
2.15pm.

PARISH COUNCIL 

At their meeting on June 20, 
Linton councillors were advised of 
the resignation of Trysha Hunt. 
Chair, Enid Bald, is keen for people 
interested in village issues to come 
forward to serve on the council. 

Leanne Fisher, local PCSO advis¬ 
es that CCTV outside Linton Co-op 
to record illegal parking would be 
ineffective as the police cannot 
issue tickets retrospectively. David 
Champion is now suggesting hir¬ 
ing a traffic warden to monitor the 
area, sharing duties with other vil¬ 
lages might be the only deterrent. 

June 13 was the official launch for 
four new council houses to be built 
on the garages site in Chalklands. 
Roger Hickford advised that the 
target is for initial occupancy by 
the end of this year. 

It was agreed to install CCTV 
warning signs at each entrance to 
the recreation ground. The A4 


signs will cost £36 each. 

Responding to a request by Jo 
Duncan of The Woodlands, coun¬ 
cillors are considering paying for 
one cut of half the grassed land 
between the River Granta and 
Kingfisher Walk and the nearby 
verges, even though the area is not 
owned by the parish council. 

Kate Wright of Lonsdale has 
asked for a ‘children playing’ sign 
to be erected at the entrance to 
Lonsdale to alert drivers to reduce 
their speed. David Lines of the 
highways department advises it is 
dangerous to encourage children 
to play on any road. The footpath is 
for pedestrians and the carriage¬ 
way is for cars and not a play¬ 
ground. 

Complainants about overflowing 
waste bins on the recreation 
ground and Camping Close have 
been advised that the village cus¬ 
todian is away sick and clearance 
is being temporarily undertaken 
by the district council. 

John Taylor of Balsham Road has 
requested all illegal signs and 
advertisements be removed imme¬ 
diately. He says there is no exemp¬ 
tion in the law for the Linton flower 
festival signs, even if they are to 
raise money for a charity. 

The district council tree officer 
recommended removal of the large 
beech tree outside the Old Manor 
House, Green Lane, as it suffered 
fungal decay at the roots and was 
unsafe. 

Kate France 
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£45k tractor theft 
sparks warning 


A FARMER who spent £10,000 
on security after his tractor was 
stolen has voiced a warning to 
others in his trade. 

Colin Clifton-Brown, whose 
£45,000 tractor was stolen from 
Dearsleys Farm, Little Bradley, 
near Haverhill, was determined 
to deter thieves from targeting 
his property again. 

The 49-year-old, who lives 
about three quarters of a mile 
from the farm, discovered that 
his tractor was missing one 
morning. 

Colin said: “We didn’t realise 
straight away that it had gone. 
We used to own another farm as 
well and we were assuming it 
was there. 

“There was a sighting of a low 
loader in the middle of the night 
that night - so we were fairly 
confident that somebody had set

out to steal it.” 

Less than a week later, police 
found Colin’s tractor in a shed in 
the Fens. 

Shortly afterwards, he spent 
thousands on securing his prop¬ 
erty. 

He said: “We put alarms on all 
of our farm buildings and we put 
up security fencing. 

“We did it because we need to 
store stuff outside.” 

Colin explained that if the trac¬ 
tor had not been recovered it 
would have cost the farm trade 
as it happened at the busiest 
time in their calendar.

Though he had never had a 
tractor taken before, Colin previ¬ 
ously had scrap metal and diesel 
stolen from the farm. 

He said tractor theft was 
becoming more common and 
that farms across the county are 
seeing all sorts of equipment 
going missing. 

The security investment was 
installed as an extra measure 
against thieves and the farmer 
admitted it has been successful 
so far. 

He said: “Touch wood, we have 
had no further problems from it, 
but if they really want to get in 
they will get in. I think it’s just a 
question of making it more dif¬ 
ficult for them. 

“Thieves are now moving on 
from building sites to farms - so 
we all need to act together and 
make it as hard as we can.” 



Glass act comes 
to town church 


BROKEN windows at 
one of Haverhill’s 
churches are finally 
being repaired after 
more than six months. 

The stained glass 
windows at the Old 
Independent Church 
in Hamlet Road are 
being restored to their 
former glory after van¬ 
dals destroyed them 
with stones in Autumn 
last year. 

Church treasurer 
Colin Lott said they 
have been waiting for 
English Heritage and 
St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council to 
give their consent for 
the repairs, which 
started on Tuesday, to 
go ahead. 

He said: “They are 
going to take out the 
broken windows and 


take them away to 
repair them and but 
them back in. It’s going 
to take six weeks. 

“Because we’re a list¬ 
ed building it takes a 
long time to make sure 
that any repairs are 
done the correct way.” 

The beautiful glass 
works were pelted 
with rocks, which 
struck holes in the 
glass. 

The attack on the 
Grade Two listed 
building was not an 
isolated event. 

The church windows 
have fallen victim to 
similar damage before 
with £3,500 in repairs 
being paid out in 2011. 

It is expected that the 
windows will be back 
in place, and in one 
piece, in early August. 


Bishop moves on 
to pastures new 


SUFFOLK’S Church of 
England Bishop Nigel 
Stock has revealed he 
will be taking up the role 
of Bishop at Lambeth 
later this year. 

The Rt Rev Nigel Stock, 
Bishop of the St 
Edmundsbury and 
Ipswich Diocese will be 
leaving his beloved 
county after being asked 
by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury to become 
part of his senior team, 
based in London. 

He will leave Suffolk in 
late October, having led 
his current diocese 
since 2007. 

He said: “My wife 
Carolyne and I will be 
very sad to leave this 
lovely diocese and coun¬ 
ty. We are so grateful to 
God that we were called 
to be here, and for all the 


support and care that 
we have been given.” 

The thousands of 
church-goers who make 
up the diocese have also 
recently said goodbye to 
Bishop Clive Young, 
Bishop Nigel’s deputy, 
who retired after 40 
years service to the 
Church of England. 

Bishop Nigel, 63, 
became a Lord Spiritual 
in March 2011. He 
attended Durham 
University and studied 
at Ripon College, 
Cuddesdon, for ordina¬ 
tion. 

The bishop has also 
spent time in the 
Diocese of Durham, 
Newcastle and Aipo 
Rongo. He was appoint¬ 
ed as Bishop of Stockport 
in 2000 before moving to 
Suffolk.

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Face your fears 

Spider-fearing reporter Debra Fox went to meet hypnotherapist Peter Doherty to see if 
he could cure her of her qualms - and dragged chief reporter Chris Elliott along too

LOOK down on me all you 
want, but I’m happy to hold 
my hands up and admit that 
when it comes to creepy 
crawlies, I’m a total girl. 

Catch me on a good day and 
I’ll approach the many-leg¬ 
ged beasts with a glass as my 
weapon to try and stop their 
onslaught - but nine times 
out of ten, I’m bested. 

On a bad day you’ll find me 
on the sofa in the foetal posi¬ 
tion while I wait for my boy¬ 
friend Jamie to come home 
and rescue me from spiders 
the size of my fist. 

Or fingernail. 

It must have been on one of 
those braver days when I 
agreed to undergo Havening, 
a psychosensory therapy, to 
try and stop me seeing these 
creatures as enemies and 
reach out my hand to their 
feeler. 

Accompanied by Cambridge 
News Chief Reporter Chris 
Elliott, who I was sure would 
be willing to stomp on a few 
spiders for me if necessary, I 
braced myself for a treatment 
session from hypnotherapist 
Peter Doherty, a former 
Police Trainer working in 
Haverhill. 

Peter served for 17 years 
with the police and during 
his time there developed an 
interest in how the mind 
works in pressure-filled situ¬ 
ations. 

From his base in Anne of 


Cleves House, Hamlet Road, 
Haverhill, Peter is well 
equipped to treat phobias, 
anxiety, pain and grief as 
well as taking on requests for 
weight loss and quitting 
smoking. 

Perhaps it was his soothing 
tone that drew me in, though 
I suspect that may have been 
a trick, but whatever it was, I 
found myself spending 
Friday night waiting for my 
date with a load of insects. 

Peter explained to us that 
Havening, created by Dr 
Ronald Ruden, uses touch as 
a therapeutic tool to alter an 
individual’s mood, thoughts 
or behaviour. 

It involves recalling a trau¬ 
matic memory and using 
touch to distract from the 


symptoms it brings to the 
surface. The most effective 
places for touch are the 
hands, the upper arms and 
the face. 

In the hot seat, Peter asked 
me to explain what turned 
me off about spiders. The 
way they move and the 
amount of legs have always 
bugged me. 

He then instructed me to 
pick a tune I liked to hum and 
recall a happy memory. 

Closing my eyes, I had to 
imagine my discomfort on a 
scale of one to 10 if a spider 
was in the room. I chose a 
five. 

Humming my tune, a peppy 
Paramore number, remem¬ 
bering a place abroad where I 
always liked to swim, and 


rubbing my hands up and 
down my arms, Peter asked 
me to imagine I was walking 
down 20 steps, counting 
them as I go. 

On my last step, Peter 
brought my thoughts back to 
the phantom spider in the 
room, which I still felt was at 
about three on the panic 
scale. 

We repeated the process of 
humming, remembering and 
counting until I could say it 
did not bother me at all. 

Pretend spiders, fine, but 
when Peter proposed a trip to 
the cellar in Anne of Cleves 
House I have to admit, my 
chest felt a little tight. 

I was led down the rickety 
stairs to a dusty room full of 
webs but, as luck would have 
it, not too many live spiders. 

The delicate webs seemed 
more intriguing than dis¬ 
gusting this time and I was 
more than happy to lace my 
fingers through one. 

To me this was an achieve¬ 
ment, though it may seem a 
small one to some. 

Peter and I are currently in 
talks about a trip to Linton 
Zoo to see some tarantulas. 

Let’s see how brave I am 
next time.

closed eyelids, I can see what 
he's doing here, and I'm not 
going to be taken in. But we're 
all the same - our bodies and our 
brains cannot help reacting to 
stimuli, and against my conscious 
judgement, I felt my breath¬ 
ing slow down, my jaw slacken, 
my head slump forward a little 
onto my chest. Pete's whispery 
voice asked how my dog anxiety 
seemed, on a scale of 10. At that 
moment, it seemed pretty low, a 
three or a four. 

Having ended the session, and 
walked back to my car (encoun¬ 
tering a man coming towards me 
with an agitated-looking boxer 
halfbreed straining on a leash, 
but not, as I normally would, 
edging away to a safe passing 
distance) the question is: has it 
worked? Am I less frightened 
than I was? The honest answer 
is, I just don't know yet. 


Cured? Only time will

JOURNALISTS are a suspicious 
bunch - it’s a prerequisite of the 
job - so I approached hypno¬ 
therapy with my usual scepti¬ 
cism. If it’s that easy to cast off 
your innermost fears, why isn’t 
everyone doing it? 

I can't say, in all honesty, that 
my session with Pete has cured 
me of my own personal nemesis 
- a deep-seated nervousness of 
dogs. But I must also say, in all 
honesty, that I did leave feeling 
very relaxed, and wondering, 
who knows, if perhaps the first 
little step towards freedom from 
a lifetime anxiety had been 
taken. 

Having explained how a trau¬ 
matic event (in my case, being 
attacked by an alsatian as a child 
and badly bitten all over my 
body) can leave enduring mental 
scars, Pete asked permission to 
try to get me to confront that 
event. The technique seemed 
rather trite and obvious: close 
your eyes, think of a place you 
love to be, hum a comforting 
little tune, imagine you're climb¬ 
ing a flight of stairs and count 
them, one to 20; coupled with 
havening (Pete gently running his 
hands up and down my arms in a 
soothing way, the way a mother 
might caress a crying child). Yes, 

I thought, through not fully-

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Joe wasn’t just my son, he was 
a friend... I hope I’ll see him again

Most dads look forward to Father’s Day, but for Brad 
Herrington - whose son Joe died suddenly aged 14 - it will 
always be one of the hardest days of the year, as he told 
Emma Higginbotham 


B RAD Herrington’s Cambridge 

home is full of life. Chickens cluck 
happily in the garden, a tubby Jack 
Russell called Mr T snuffles 
around the kitchen, a fluffy ginger cat 
lounges on a chair, and the babble of 
children’s voices spills through from the 
front room - his wife Daniela is a 
childminder. 

But for Brad, who’s father to Georgina, 
24, Rebecca, 21, and 12-year-old Jake, the 
house will always have an emptiness. On 
April 22,2011, his son Joe died suddenly 
while playing football with friends. 

It transpired that Joe, who’d turned 14 a 
fortnight earlier, had an undiagnosed 
heart condition. There were no 
symptoms, no warning signs, and Joe 
couldn’t have been much fitter: “He was 
captain of the school rugby team, played 
county rugby, and swam like a fish,” says 
Brad. “He had everything going for him; 
he was doing brilliantly at school, he was 
brilliant at sports, and he was a nice kid. 

“We were in the Co-op one day, and 
there was an old couple, who must have 
been about 110, and they couldn’t 
understand why the staff wouldn’t go and 
get their shopping for them if they gave 
them a list. So Joe said ‘We should get it, 
Dad’. So he got the list, and went round 
the shop, and took it all to their car for 
them. She went to get her purse, and he 
said ‘No, it’s all right, thanks’, and off he 
went, didn’t want anything for it. 

“And on the day he died, he was quite 
pleased he was able to get something off 
the top shelf for a lady who asked him.” 

It was Good Friday, a beautifully sunny 
spring day. Brad, Daniela and their two 
boys went shopping for a picnic, which 
they ate at Grantchester Meadows, and 


then headed to Scotsdales. “Daniela was 
buying a huge bag of dog food, and Joe 
just picked it up and threw it on his 
shoulders. She said ‘You’ll hurt yourself’, 
and he said ‘Don’t worry mum, I’m 
strong’.” 

When they came home, the boys 
decided to go the Rec to play football with 
a couple of friends: “Joe said to me ‘I’ll 
take your bike dad, so I can put the ball in 
the basket’, and I said ‘Yeah, no problem’. 
And he said ‘See you’, and I said ‘See you’. 
I didn’t even look up.” 

At about 4 o’clock, Brad’s phone rang. It 
was Jake. “He was upset; he said ‘Dad, 
come quick, Joe can’t breathe’.” He ran to 
the Rec, but it was locked; a paramedic 
was climbing over the gate, and someone 
told Brad to come through their back 
garden, “so I ran through. And Joe was 
lying there. He wasn’t moving. I didn’t 
know if he was breathing or not.” 

While the paramedic worked on Joe, 
Brad called Daniela and his daughters, 
telling them to get there as soon as they 
could. Meanwhile, the fire service arrived 
to cut through the lock on the gate. 

“I couldn’t understand what was going 
on; I didn’t know what had happened to 
him. Daniela was down there with him, 
saying ‘Come on Joe, get up’. Then they 
took him away in an ambulance. The 
fireman was saying ‘He’ll be all right’, but 
I knew he didn’t know.” 

At the hospital, Brad and Daniela were 
ushered into a room, “and they said he’d 
died. It was like a living nightmare. It’s so 
difficult to comprehend, it just felt like it 
wasn’t real,” says Brad. “We went in to see 
him; he looked like he was asleep. And I 
just noticed how long his hands looked. 
He looked so big, lying there. He looked

like I’d seen him thousands of times 
before, just asleep.” 

In shock, the family realised there was 
nothing they could do but go home, “and 
leaving him at the hospital started a 
complete catalogue of the worst things 
I’ve ever had to do in my life,” says Brad. 
“You come home and what do you do? You 
can’t think about anything else, you can’t 
do anything.” 

Wherever they turned, reminders of Joe 
were lying in wait: “His stuff was 
everywhere; I tripped over his slippers,” 
says Brad. “I put his shoe in a bag, and 
carried it with me, because when I 
opened it up I could smell him. Daniela 
still sleeps with his scarf.” 

A few days later the pathologist called. 
He told the Herringtons that, as they can’t 
do tests on a non-beating heart, they’d 
never know for sure why Joe died, and put 
it down to Sudden Arrhythmic Death 
Syndrome (SADS). With Joe’s body 
released for burial, Brad then had to make 
another unimaginable decision: “Where 
do you bury your son? We drove round 
some cemeteries and the crematorium, 
but didn’t like any of them. Then we 
drove to St Mary’s in Hardwick, because 
that’s where Daniela and I had got 
married. We walked in, and it was a 
sunny day - there was a breeze and all the 
yew trees were blowing - and Daniela 
said straight away ‘This is it’. 

“Then we had to sort out what he was 
going to wear. So we got his Vans trainers 
that his sister bought him for his birthday, 
his skinny jeans, his favourite T-shirt and 
hoodie, and his brand new, never-worn 
black Superdry coat. His mum bought it 
for him to go to school in, and he never 
even wore it, because this all happened in 
the Easter holidays. He was so looking 
forward to wearing it to school, because it 
looked smart. 

“Then we went to see him, and I kissed 
his cold forehead. Jake didn’t want to go, 
but he bought him a brand new rugby 
ball, and I put in his rugby boots and his 
mouth guard, and said ‘You’ll be needing 
them’.” 

One thing that really touched the 
Herringtons was just how much Joe’s 
team mates from the Cambridge Rugby 
Club and schoolfriends at Chesterton 


Community College clearly loved him. 
“Lots of kids came to see us, and they said 
he was always smiling, always laughing,” 
says Brad. A special coach had to be laid 
on to take them all to the funeral, and 
speakers were put outside the church so 
that the overspill of 250 mourners could 
listen to the service. 

The first Father’s Day, not long after 
Joe’s death, didn’t go well. “The kids 
wanted to go out for lunch,” recalls Brad. 
“I didn’t want to go, but I was trying to be 
normal for them. The girls had their 
boyfriends with them, and there were 
seven of us. We sat down, and I realised 
that there was an empty seat in front of 
me. And that was it. All I could do was 
stare at the seat. Last year we went out for 
dinner on Father’s Day, and although it 
was a table for eight, they made sure that 
the spare chair wasn’t in front of me or 
Daniela.” 

After doing some research into SADS, 
Brad was amazed to discover that every 
week in the UK, at least 12 people aged 
under 35 die suddenly as a result of an 
undiagnosed heart condition. As they 
rarely have any symptoms, the only way 
to detect a potentially fatal abnormality is 
by having a screening, “so we started 
raising money to have a screening done at 
the school”. The first was held over two 
days in May; nearly 200 people were 
tested, “and it was really emotional, but it 
was great to see something done,” says 
Brad. “I think all kids should be tested, 
and tested regularly if they’re into heavy 
sport. It only takes 10 minutes.” 

The procedure involves having an ECG 
(electrocardiogram), which gives a 
printout for a doctor. If they spot 
something, they’ll then do an ultrasound. 
Of the 194 tested, around 30 had an 
ultrasound, “and there were five referrals 
to hospital, so potentially we could have 
saved someone’s life,” says Brad. 

One thing’s for sure: the Herringtons are 
determined to keep Joe’s memory alive. 
“He had the biggest feet, the loudest laugh 
and the smelliest farts, which he took 
great pleasure in!” says Brad. 

“Joe wasn’t just my son, he was my 
friend, and the only thing I hope is that 
there’s an afterlife. I can’t wait to be with 
him again.” 


Brad has contributed 
his story to a booklet 
for the charity CRY 
(Cardiac Risk in the 
Young); called A 
Father’s Grief, it’s been 
compiled to help other 
fathers who have lost a 
child to come to terms 
with their bereavement.

Despicable Me 2 (U, 98 mins) 

WORKING to the principle that you don’t mess 
with a winning formula, directors Pierre Coffin 
and Chris Renaud deliver more warm-hearted 
thrills and slapstick spills in the sequel to their 
delightful 2010 computer-animated adventure. 

Despicable Me 2 doesn't quite attain the 
dizzy heights of the original and lacks some of 
the heart-tugging emotion and warmth that 
epitomised Gru's journey from cackling arch¬ 
villain to surrogate father. Young audiences 
won't care though - the action sequences are 
bigger, including a James Bond-style opening 
sequence over the Arctic Circle, and the 
humour is just as silly. 

Screenwriters Ken Daurio and Cinco Paul have 
realised that the Minions are the star attraction, 
scene-stealing with googly-eyed gusto, so the 
diminutive yellow sidekicks are pushed squarely 
to the fore in the second madcap mission. They 
are firmly embedded in the main plot, almost 
elbowing Gru and his girls into the shadows, 
including the introduction of a new hybrid of 
Minion a la Gizmo and Strike in Gremlins that 


surely doubles the merchandising opportunities. 

Despicable Me 2 begins shortly after events 
of the original with Gru (voiced by Steve Carell) 
living in unconventional domestic bliss with his 
girls Margo (Miranda Cosgrove), Edith (Dana 
Gaier) and Agnes (Elsie Fisher). He has turned 
his back on skulduggery and now devotes his 
subterranean bunker to the production of jams 
and jellies under the supervision of technical 
genius Dr Nefario (Russell Brand). 

When a new threat to global peace emerges, 
Lucy Wilde (Kristen Wiig) from The Anti-Villain 
League stuns Gru with her lipstick taser and 
pressgangs him into working for the good guys 
to uncover the mastermind responsible for the 
theft of a top secret serum. 

Despicable Me 2 inspires a few paternal oohs 
and aahs as Gru navigates the road bumps 
of parenthood, including a last-minute crisis 
at little Agnes's birthday party. The romantic 
subplot between the supposedly unlovable 
reformed villain and Lucy is predictable but 
sweet, and the rest of the script follows a 
similarly linear trajectory.

your garden 


THE other day, I wandered up the garden to find 
that some of my favourite emerging phlox had been 
razed to the ground, devoured by something which 
left just the stems at ground level. 

Rabbits? Could be. But no, the next day the culprit 
returned for second helpings - a large black cat 
with a penchant for perennials, 
so now I'm keeping a powerful 
water pistol by my patio door to 
scare off any such intruders. 

Indeed, one man's pet is 
another man's pest so it's useful 
to know how to control them. 

And it is often a matter of trial 
and error. What works for one 
gardener may be of no value to 
another. The only real deterrent 
may be a 6ft fence all the way 
around your garden, buried 
about 45cm (18in) into the soil 
so rabbits and other tunnelling 
creatures have less of a chance of penetrating your 
boundaries. 

However, fences can be expensive and are often 
not easy to erect if you have mature shrubs and 
trees growing on your boundary line, so here's a 
few solutions you might try to deter some of the 
nuisance animals into your garden. 

• Cats: There are a number of battery-operated 


deterrents on the market which, when switched on, 
pick up movement with an infra-red detector and 
then emit ultrasonic, high-pitched frequencies that 
reputedly scare off the culprits. They are not audible 
to humans and the usual range is about 10m (33ft) 
over an arc of 70 degrees. 

Another solution is to put 
down citrus peelings or lemon 
scent where the cats are causing 
the damage, or prickly prunings 
around their favourite plants. 

They are less likely to use 
your garden as a litter tray if 
they have no access to bare 
soil - especially dry, loose soil. 

Try growing the annual Coleus 
Canina, labelled as the 'Scaredy 
Cat Plant', a pretty blue-flowered 
annual which smells foul to cats. 
It's widely available online. 

• Rabbits: These fast-breeding 
mammals can cause massive damage to vegetables 
and flowers and are a particular problem in rural 
areas. The only real defence is a rabbit-proof fence 
buried around 45cm (18in) into the soil and about 
1m (3ft) high. You could also try growing plants 
which rabbits don't like, such as very aromatic 
plants, plants that ooze caustic milky sap, prickly 
plants, plants with spines or plants with tough

leathery leaves. These include astilbe, berberis, 
agapanthus, nicotiana, hydrangea, geranium, 
euphorbia, hypericum, helenium, rudbeckiaand 
phormium, but there are many more. Be warned, 
though, if they are hungry, rabbits will eat anything. 

• Squirrels: The scourge of bird-lovers nationwide, 
squirrels will steal bird food from any receptacle it 
can get to, but there are now a lot of squirrel-proof 
feeders on the market to deter them. They can 
also damage plants, as they eat bulbs, shoot tips 
and flower buds, as well as stripping the bark from 
trees. The only effective protection is to secure net- 
covered cages for groups of plants and individual 
tree guards to stop them stripping the bark. 

• Foxes: They can dig up clumps of your lawn, 
flower beds and vegetable plots, but alas there's 
not much you can do about foxes. Avoid using 
fertilisers such as blood, fish and bone, which will 


attract them to the smell. Go to a zoo and speak to 
the keepers about getting some lion urine, which 
apparently foxes hate because of the smell. Sprinkle 
it over the entrance to and exit from their run and 
you may deter them. 

• Muntjac: These nuisance deer, natives of 
southeast Asia, strip rose bushes of buds, chew 
their way through shrubs and perennials and are 
territorial, so tend to return. Aside from putting 
a 6ft fence around your garden, you could try 
growing plants they're not so keen on, including 
camellia, cistus, hellebore, hosta, hydrangea, 
lavender, poppies and sedum. 

If you want to preserve the balance of nature, you 
could grow alternative food for the deer, allowing 
an area at the end of your garden to be devoted to 
brambles, rowan, dandelion, campion and yarrow. 
Hopefully they will prefer these to your roses.
